The people and the 
government now stand face to face, 
and upon the army depends the imme- 
diate issue. 
Should the government, however, 
succeed in restraining an outbreak of 
the people, the victory probably will 
only be temporary, and simply con- 
fine the steam for the final explosion. 
No one doubts the severity of the

OLLOWING the exposure of the 
widespread violations of tHe Sun- 
day. liquor ordinance in Los An- 
geles by The Times, policemen in plain 
clothes arrested waiters in six resorts 
last night. In every instance the pol- 
ice followed: the lead of The Times in 
selecting the -drinking places, which 
Are not living up to the law, and they 
Dad no difficulty in finding a super- 
abundance of evidence. 
' Bhortly after the officers arrested a 
waiter at the Imperial café, word be- 
gan to circulate among the “Sunday 
Saloons,” and within two hours no 
place could be found where liquor was 
being sold in quantities not prescribed 
by the law, and with a real lunch 
However, the officers worked fast, and 
succeeded in getting quite a bit of evi- 
G@ence that the violations are general. 
Four officers were detailed on the 
for “Sunday saloons.” The 
Im was the first place visited, 
and John Foley served the officers 
with two pints of beet, without lunch. 
His arrest followed.

He said 
that he had often wished to discharge 
Foley, as he paid no attention to the 
rules of the house. but as Foley was 
about to leave for San sco this 
gnorning he allowed him to stay.

the Imperial not to serve liquor with- 
put meals on Sundays and any waiter 


Serving it without a lunch was violat- 
ing the rules of the house. 

What Koster says may or may not 
be true. An hour after the arrest of 
Foley, drinks were being served at 
tables by er Waiters and no lunch 
accompan the drinks. If Koster 
tells the whole truth there are other 
waiters in dies employ who do not 
obey the rules of his establishment, the 
reputation ef which has been called 
into question on various occasions. 

About the same time the second pair 


of officers visited the Concordia saloon, 
on South Main street, near Third 
street. There they were served with 


pints of beer without lunch. When the 
officers told Edward Kroll, the waiter 
that he was under arrest, he began to 
remonstrate with them. All about the 
officers saw men sitting at tables drink- 
ing beer without lunch of any kind. 

In the meantime the first pair of of- 
ficers visited the Burbank Café on 
South Main street, and arrested Joseph 
Moore for serving beer without lunch. 
There was a bowl of dirty crackers, 
which no human being would have 
eaten, on the table, but that was the 
only sign of a lunch. 

The second pair of officers not know- 
ing that the first pair had visited the 
place, called st the Burbank and were 
informed that there were a bunch of 
“fly cops” hanging around, but if they 
would come ir later there would be 
“something doing.“ 

Hunks of dirty bread decorated the 
tables of the bar-room at the First- 
Street Hotel, and when the officers or- 
fered pints (f beer, no meal was of- 
fered. To vhet the appetite of the 
beer guzzle a plate of Yermin-cov- 
ered beans, ef which had been 
consumed by three drunks, who left 
the table as the officers entered, was 
left on the tbie. 

Two wafer-like pieces of cheese on 
large Slices of bread were thrust in 
front of the vfficers at the Palace res- 
taurant, but it was not ordered, and 
the liquor was sold in pints. Other 
drinkers were not 20 fortunate, for 
they sat at near-by tables without any 

of a mesa): 
or an hour the officers continued 
their work, tut the word had been 
passed down the line that the police 
were at last getting busy’ and they 
could find no more violators. 

Shortly after midnight two officers 
entered the Bristol restaurant at No. 
403 South San Pedro street, where Wil-

them with beer without any lunch.

MUNICIPAL INSURANCE, | 


Mayor Studley of New Haven Believes 
the People Could Reduce Their 
Premiums Largely. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE Tp THE TIMES} 

NEW HAVEN, 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Mayor Studley of this city 
came ont, today, in favor of municipal 
insurance, and said he had advocated 
this plan at a meeting of the mayors 
of the State, in this city recently. 

Mayor Studley said this city annu- 
ally paid fire insurance premiums of 
about $500,000, while the fire losses 
here amounted to about $125,000, 
leaving an annual balance to the in- 
surance companies of $375,000. 

If fire-insurance companies can 
make policy holder® pay by increased 
premiums such losses as those of the 
San Francisco fire, Mayor Studley 
said the companies have a cinch, and 
it is time for the people to get into 
the insurance business. 

“If the people,” continued the 
Mayor, “have to take the whole 
chance, let them increase the payment 
of premiums slightly for a time, and 
employ an efficient fire brigade to 
keep watch of and reduce losses at 
fires, after the manner of the insur- 
ance patrol employed in large cities, 
in this way reducing fire losses to a 
minimum. 

“I believe municipal insurance 
could be carried out at a reduction of, 


perhaps, 75 per cent. over the present 
prices.”

Russell Sage was known to the pub- 
lic as the incarnation of thrift. He was 
a shrewd financier, a keen trader, a 
money-getter and a money-keeper, and 
that was the only side of his character 
visible to the public eye. If he had 
philanthropic impulses or that desire 
to be of use to the community which 
is connoted by “public spirit, he suc- 
ceeded in keeping the light of his soul 
hidden under a pint cup. 

According to the commercial code he 
seems to have been honest in his deal- 
ings, or at least honest enough to avold 
the condemnation to which some of his 
business associates and most of the 
inordinately rich of his time have been 
subjected. Making no parade of his 
wealth, living simpiy and avoiding dis- 
play of all sorts, Sage preserved the 
8 of his affairs, and the lime 
ight of publicity was seldom turned 
upon him. It was known of him only 
that he was.very rich and very frugal. 

A CRAZED VICTIM. 

Only once was he the subject of 
sensational newspaper exploitation. A 
crazed victim of the game of specula- 
tion went to his office to kill him, 
and hurled a dynamite bomb at his 
feet. e seized a clerk and held him 
in front of him as a shield, and the

HIS PHILOSOPHY. 


Occasionally Sage incurred criticism 
by giving public expression to his pe- 
culiar philosophy. Work and thrift 
were the sum and substance of life, 
from his point of view, and he lived 
as he preached. A year or two ago he 
set the press buzzing with his de- 
nunciation of the practice of. giving va- 
‘cations to employés. He could see no 
good in vacations; nobody needed or 
was benefited by cessation of his daily 
toil; it was throwing money away to 
pay people for time wasted in frivolity 
and laziness. He never had a vacation 
in his life, he said, and he expected to 
live and keep on working for a good 
many years. 

An unlovely character was Russell 
Sage on the side discernible to the pub- 
lic. A hard, avaricious, unsympa- 
thetic amasser of useless counters in 
the Wall-street game. He wanted to 
ilve and pile up wealth until he reached 
the century mark. At the age of 90 he 
takes the only vacation from money- 
grubbing that he ever had, and it will 
a long one. 

Russell Sage was born in Oneida 
county, New York, August 4, 1816. He 
received a public school education, was 
engaged in business in Troy, held 
minor political offices for a few years 
and was elected to Congress as a Whig 
in 1853 and served four years. Then 
he went to New York and became a 
dealer in the stock- gambling game, 
selling puts and calis tn Wall street. 
He made money and invested it in 
railway stocks, and be closely as- 
sociated with Jay Gould. 

In late years he was a director of 
many large corporations, including the 
Western Union, Union Pacific, an- 
hattan Elevated and several banks.

“| Boys Cause Riot on Steamer Bonanza 


in Kentucky and One Man Is

K BLAZE 


GASOLINE EXPLOSION CAUSES A 
DANGEROUS FIRE. 


— — 


Several Places of Business at 
Temple Street and Broadway Dam- 
aged and a Woman le Seriously 
Burned—Panic in Broadway Chris- 
tian Church Averted by Pastor. 


The explosion of a bottle of gaso- 


line in the hands of Mrs. Anna Threl- 
kild in the Red Front Bakery, No. 


306 West Temple Street, at 9:30 o'clock 


last night, caused a fire which endan- 


gered property valued at $25,000, but 
the good work of the firemen kept the 


loss down to about $3000. Mrs. Threl- 


kild was seriously burned about =the 


face and hands and her little bakery 
completely destroyed. 

The building in which the fire orig- 
inated is a one-story brick structure 


standing on the corner of Temple street 


and Broadway and is owned by the 
Fadderman syndicate. It is occupied 
by Rivers Bros., grocers and fruit and 
produce dealers, the Red Front Bokery 
and the Spaulding Fish Market. 

In the stove and ovens of the bakery 
Mrs. Threik:id used gas as fuel. Last 
evening she wished to clean severa! ar- 
ticles of clothing and teok a quart 
bottle of gasoline into the kitchen and 
put it on a table near the stove. When 
she removed the cork an explosion in- 
Stantly followed, the fire in the stove 
igniting gas of the gasoline. The 
woman was not injured by the ex- 
plosion, but the burning. ofl‘ set fire to 
the woodwork in the kitchen and she 
fought the flames desperately, only 
giving up when she had been badly 
burned about the face and hands and 
had to run for her life. 

She had scarcely reached the street 
when a terrific explosion in the back 
of the bakery blew out the entire rear 
of the storeroom in which it was lo- 
cated. It is believed the gas stove and 
ovens exploded causing the heavy 
shock which could be distinctly felt 


full throughout the neighborhood. 


An alarm of fire was turned in an 
the department had streams of water 
on the blaze within a very few min- 


utes. The flames had spread with re- 


markable rapidity in the old building, 
however, and when the firemen ar- 
rived the entire front and rear of the 
building was ablaze. The flames were 
attacked from front and rear and also 
from above and the fire cooh brought 
under control and in less than an hour 
was entirely extinguished. 

Mrs. Threlkild was assisted to a 
near-by drug store where her burns 
were temporarily dressed and she was 
then removed to the Receiving Hos- 
pital where she was attended. Her 
daughter, Mrs. Eunice Clark of No. 
132 South Olive street, was called and 
took her mother in charge when the 
police surgeons had finished dressing 
her burns. Mrs. Threikild but recent- 
ly purchased the little bakery and it 
represented practically all she had in 
this world. Her los will be about $400.

Lieut. Dodd of Fire Engine Company 
No, 16, stotioned at the corner of Court 
and Hope streets, distinguished himself 
by rescuing two tiny kittens from the 
burning building.

through the windows. This caused 
much alarm, and when the clang and

dismissed but a general rush for the 
door was made. But for the cool-head- 
ed action of the pastor and several 
members of the congregation in reas- 
suring the frightened ones, a serious 
‘panic would have ensued. As it was 
no one was injured. 

The Clifton Hotel at No. 231 North 
Broadway stands next the building in 
which the fire occurred, and many of 
the guests in the place hurriedly 
packed their and carried 
them into the street. e quick work 
of the fire department prevented any 
damage in the Clifton, however. 

Rivers Bros. were the heaviest los- 
ers. They carry a very large and val- 
uable stock of all kinds of groceries 
and produce. Their storeroom on the 


corner was little damaged by the 


flames, though water destroyed a good 
deal of merchandise. They also oc- 
cupy the storergom next the corner, 
No. 2304 Temple street. As this was 
next the bakery the flames spread 
through the room and did considerable 
damage. They estimate their loss at 
$2000, fully covered by insurance. 

In the storeroom on the opposite of 
the bakery, No. 308 Temple street, the 
fish market of Spaulding & Co. is lo- 
cated. Nearly all of the stock in this 
place was carried into the street and 


practic-lly their only loss is the an- 


ing which was burned. The damage to 
the building is estimated at $6090. 
Hoseman Bert Eno of Engine Com- 
pany No. 3 accidentally cut his left 
foot while chopping his way through 
a partition in the burning building. 
The timber he was cutting gave way 
easier than he expected and his ax 
struck the floor just beside his fect 
and the blade dug into the planks of 
the floor and also penetrated his boot, 
inflicting a painful wound which will 
incapacitate him for duty for several 


days.
